Mr, Neville Bothwell of 
the BACMdevelopment firm, 
and a member of his com- 
pany whose field is trans- 
portation planning met with 
Council Committee of the 
Whole Monday evening on 
five items of business aris- 
ing from the minutes, 

First to be considered 
was a report which council 
had requested from BACM 
on the cost savings of using 
a monolithic sidewalk sys- 
tem in Lacombe Park, The 
report was to be broken 
down to give savings and in- 
formation on_ the use of 
monolithic sidewalks as 
collector roadways as well, 


BACM had circulated a 
report to council with a plan 
sketch indicating possible 
use of monolithic sidewalks 
through the area in an arr- 
angement which would net an 
estimated reduction inser- 
vicing costs of $30,000, 

The sketch also indicated 
monolithic sidewalks which 
might be used as collector 
roadways and the report in- 
dicated a cost reduction of 
$30,000 there as well, How- 
ever BACM did not recom- 
mend the use of monolithic 
on collector roadways at this 
time, 

Monolithic sidewalks eli- 
minate boulevards, so that 


the sidewalk joins the road, 
and use a shallow rounded 
curb, The term, of Greek 
origin, originally referred to 
something cast from one 
stone, such as a pillar or 
monument, 

In conclusion the report 
noted that BACM represen- 
tatives would be prepared 
to discuss with council ways 
in which the reduction in 
servicing costs might be re- 
invested in the community, 
to the benefit of Lacombe 
Park residents, 

Coun, Hudson asked Mr, 
Bothwell what the entire sav- 
ings would be, in both mono 
sidewalks and collector

Business people can avoid 
missing. important calls 
while, at the same time, 
giving the impression to all 
callers that their premises 
are occupied. 

Distress 
teers, as another example, 
can use call forwarding to 
great advantage: they can 
live a normal family life at 
home while still being ‘‘on 
call’’ at the centre,

The call waiting feature 
is a first in Canada, This 
feature allows business and 
residence users to hold one 
call and answer another on 
the same line using a stand- 
ard telephone, 

Two half-second beeps, 
heard only by the called 
party, occur when a second 
caller is trying to reach a 
call-waiting subscriber, 

The speed calling feature 
allows telephone users to 
dial only one or two digits 
to frequently called numbers 

Three-way calling allows 
a third party to be added to 
a call in progress, The 
three-way conversation 
makes it easier to make de- 
cisions that otherwise might 
require a number of separ- 
ate phone calls, 

Both of these services are 
available at reasonable mon- 
thly charges, Subscribers 
with phone numbers starting 
with ‘‘459’’ will have to have 
a number’ change to the 
“458'’ exchange if they wish 
to have special calling fea~ 
tures. This number change 
will be made without charge, 

Providing the four special 
calling features is made pos- 
sible with installation of a 
new generation of telephone 
switching equipment called 
SP-1 electronic switching, 

SP-1 electronic switching 
was put in service in St, 
Albert September 15th, and 
an open house tour of the

Substantial increases in 
the cost of servicing resi- 
dential land, stemming 
mainly from shortages of 
materials and labor in the 
province, are imminent, 
according to N. F. Bothwell, 
president of the Urban Dev= 
elopment Institute, repre- 
senting the development in- 
dustry in Alberta, 

Speaking at the Institute’s 
annual luncheon, at the Ed- 
monton Club, Mr. Bothwell, 
vice-president of BACM De~ 
velopment Corporation saw 
these costs being passed, 
as a matter ofcourse, to new 
homeowners, and he warned 
that municipal governments 
must critically analyse their 
present servicing standards 
for new subdivisions, and 
defer any further elevation 
of standards in the interests 
of keeping new housing acc- 
essible to an acceptable per= 
centage of would-be home- 
owners, 

“T consider the situation 
to be of such concern that 
municipalities should exa= 
mine their current standards 
and demands on the new 
homeowner with a view to 
eliminating some of the ex- 
pendable frills in favor of 
keeping good housing acc- 
essible to a greater range 
of incomes,’’ Mr. Bothwell 
said.

As we approach the winter 
driving season The Canada 
Safety Council kit arrives 
with reminders of the many 
safe driving practices that 
must be observed to overe 
come the additional hazards 
faced during that difficult 
season, At the onset of wine 
ter’s tricky light, bad weae 
ther and poor road condi- 
tions there is an inevivable 
rise in accident frequency 
that tapers off within a month 
or so as drivers become 
more familiar with winter 
driving conditions and rem- 
ember how to combat them, 

When you consider the 
matter, the only thing a dri- 
ver controls in a traffie ene 
vironment, outside of his own 
vehicle, is his followingdis- 
tance. This is his space 
cushion -- his “living room’? 
Observance of this “‘follow- 
ing distance’’ rule is number 
one on any list of safe drive 
ing practices, 
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This is one technique that 
all drivers can practice with 
a minimum of effort and 
which will guarantee amini- 
mum exposure to risk, There 
are two ways toestablish the 
correct following distance, 
One is the long-established, 
one-vehicle-length forevery 
10 miles per hour of record= 
ed speed. A newer method 
is to observe the two-second 
interval between your car 
and the car ahead, A normal 
count of ‘‘One thousand and 
one == one thousand and two’’ 
is two seconds, Time it with 
the sweep hand on your watch 
As the vehicle ahead passes 
any fixed object, start count- 
ing. If you pass the same ob- 
ject before finishing your 
count you are too close, 
Under really bad weather 
or light conditions make your 
count three seconds or even 
four seconds for an added 
measure of safety,

the market ... aided and 
abetted by the artificial cur- 
tailment of the supply of 
developable land,’’ He saw 
Calgary as an example of 
what happens when a reser-= 
voir of land is allowed to 
fall into short supply. As 
this has happened, he says, 
the prices of land suitable 
for early development ‘‘have 
escalated dramatically, ’’ 

At the same time, he re- 
jected land banking as asolue 
tion to the shortage of land, 
noting the massive expendi- 
ture of public funds and sub- 
sidies required and pointing 
out that land banking has 


hever succeeded in areas 
of sustained growth, He re. 
iterated that the problem is 
not one of physical shortage 
of land, but one of rendering 
it available for development, 
Referring to the City of 
Edmonton’s proposals for 
expansion, and warning that 
“the uncertainties generated 
by this proposal are already 
affecting development in the 
areas of municipal jurisdic. 
tions within the proposal,’’ 
Mr. Bothwell called on the 
Provincial Government to 
deal with the proposal at 
the earliest possible time, 
pointing out that ‘‘any de. 
lays in development in these 
areas, Which are absorbing 
a considerable portion of 
the growth of this region, 
can only result in higher 
costs to the homeowner,’’

ATA survey results alarm 


According to principals 
of Alberta schools surveyed 
by the Alberta Teachers’ 
Association, about 18 per 
cent of the first-year teach- 
ers handling classroom dut- 
ies were considered either 
unsuccessful as teachers or 
*‘only fair,’’ eR 

The survey results cover- 
ed 839 first year teachers, 
and of these, 150 were inthe 
above categories, Such pro= 
portions are causing major 
concern to Alberta school 
trustees, according to S, G, 
Maertz, associate director 
of the Alberta School Trust= 
ees’ Association, 

The same survey has been 
conducted by the ATA for the 
past three years and the 
Association says there has 
been little change in propor= 
tions of results, According 
to the survey, 26 per cent 
of those teachers judged 
“unsuccessful’’ during their 
first year, are still teaching 
Alberta children, 

Of those judged “only 
fair,’’ 83 per cent are still 
in the classrooms of the pro- 
vince, Only 17 per cent, or 
20 of the “fair’’ teachers, 
left the teaching vocation, 

Trustees, who are sere 


trustees 


iously concerned over exist- 
ing red tape and difficulties 
in terminating teachers, or 
transferring them, are alar- 
med that Alberta’s teaching 
profession is continuing to 
accept performance of such 
teachers as being inthe pro= 
fessional category. 

Changes in the provinice’s 
legislation only a year or 
SO ago, removed from trust- 
ees the right to hire staff 
on a two year probationary 
period. Now, all they can do 
is hire new teachers on a 
one year contract, When and 
if that is renewed, it must 
be as a continuing teacher 
on staff, 

In the study, teachers were 
evaluated on many bases, 
Poor classroom discipline 
and personality defects were 
the major reasons teachers 
were judged “unsatisfac- 
tory’’ or “only fair,’’ Know- 
ledge, classroom material 
preparation, and others were 
also used in evaluating the 
newcomers to the classe 
room, Principals said that 
many first year teachers 
made the serious error of

Studded tires could 


pose travel problem 


“To use, or not to use,” 
That question should be given 
careful consideration by moe 
torists planning a winter 
vacation in Canada and the 
United States with studded 
tires, 

Investigation by the Al- 
berta Motor Association in- 
dicates that in Canada, the 
Yukon, Northwest Territor- 
ies, Alberta, Saskatchewan, 
and New Brunswick, there 
are no regulations governing 
the use of studded tires, 

The Provinces of Nova 
Scotia and Quebec permit 
the use of studded tires be- 
tween October 15 and April 
15. British Columbia and 


Manitoba allow the use of 
studs between October 1 and 
November 30; Newfound- 
land, November Ist and Ap- 
ril 30; and Prince Edward 
Island between November 1 
and May 31, 

The only Canadian pro- 
vince which has a complete 
ban on studded tires year 
round is Ontario, 

In the United States, four 
states prohibit the use of 
studded tires ontheir streets 
and highways at any time of 
the year, These states are: 
Florida, Minnesota, Missi- 
ssippi, and for what it’s 
worth, Hawaii. The Minne- 
sota ban is one of concern

Mrs, Anne Anderson, who 
was dressed in a beautiful 
Indian outfit, 

The text of Mrs. Ander- 
son’s speech was to honor 
the early British, French 
and other pioneers who sett- 
led in the area which now 
encompasses to St, Albert 
and, in particular, the Ind- 
ians who were the original 
inhabitants, She feels that 
the passage of time has era+ 
sed memories of hardships 
they all endured, 

As a Metis Mrs. Ander- 
son is proud of her mixed 
Indian and European herit- 
age. Her mother was a Cree 
Indian and through her moth- 
er’s persistance and efforts, 
the Cree language survives 
today. In the past five years, 
Mrs, Anderson has been tea= 
ching the Cree language and 
she is gratified to see in- 
terest in the language grow, 
She plans to continue her 
work in preserving the lan= 
guage and traditions of the 
Cree Indian, 


Mrs, Anderson elaborated 
on how the Indians and white 
settlers adopted new ideas 
from each other in order to 
survive, and she described 
the character of the Cree In- 
dian and his native religious 
beliefs, She also brought 
along a large selection of 
native handicrafts and arti- 
facts, including tanning tools 
which although are now 100 
years old were in constant 
use until this year, There 
was an impressive display 
of her books including the 
first one published in 1970, 
It was for her work on these 
books that she received an 
Achievement Award from 
Premier Peter Lougheed at 
the Palliser Hotel Calgary 
on November 3, This year 
unfortunately there was a 
very poor turnout for the 
meeting,

Mayor Gibbon observed that 
at one time council allowed 
no pre-development before 
zoning, 

We all agree that Mr. 
Marsham’s points, #5 (if the 
rezoning is still open to 
public hearing, someone ac= 
ted illegally in developing 
the land before the zoning 
decision was made) and #6 
(If the question has already 
been decided then the public 
hearing is a waste of time) 
were well taken,’’ said Coun, 
Hudson, But on the matter of 
#7 Council did in fact take a 
position and stated publicly 
that Akinsdale would be the 
next community to be devel- 
oped - it was not done at the 
drop of a hat.’’ 

Sticking to his guns, Mr. 
Marsham noted that he was 
right in two out of four ex- 
amples of zoning changes as 
recently advertised by the 
Town in the Gazette. 

‘“‘In one of these cases,’’ 
said the mayor, ‘‘the bylaw 
is not yet through, and coun- 


cil is investigating. Three of

is to carry him; the contract 
is with the charter promoter 
who in turn theoretically has 
a contract with the airline, 
It is in the passenger’s own 
interest to deal only with leg- 
itimate chartering organiza- 
tions, 

Travellers should watch 
for the following indications 
that a charter flight may not 
be legitimate and may not be 
performed as promised: 

The flight is advertised 
in a newspaper, on the radio 
or on television, Bona fide 
charter flights are not per- 
mitted to advertise in the 
mass media and are not 
permitted to solicit passen- 
gers from the general pub- 
lic, 

The traveller is asked to 
join a club and accept a back- 
dated membership, Legiti- 
mate charters must involve 
clubs or associations whose 
main purpose is not travel; 
legitimate charters may 
accept as passengers only 
members who have been with 
the club for at least six 
months, 

The promoters are un- 
willing to disclose the name 
of the airline that will per- 
form the flight. They may 
not have a contract with any 
airline and may not intend 
to make one until just before 
the scheduled flight if at all, 

The promoters’ set-up 
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BEFORE BUYING 

Decide what you want 
most: style, warmth, ser- 
viceability, or economy, 
Choose on the basis of how 
you'll wear the garment, as 
well as on your preferences 
as to the looks of the fur, 
If your budget is limited, 
select a style with simple, 
easy fitting lines, which can 
be used for day or evening 
wear, Unless your heart is 
set on one type of fur, ex- 
amine garments of several 
different furs within your 
price range, and some at 
prices above and below what 
you plan to pay. This will 
give you an idea of quality 
differences, A top quality of 
a lower-priced fur would be 
a better buy than a low 
quality of a higher-priced 
fur. 

STORES 

Visit several well-esta- 
blished furriers, known for 
their reliability and fair 
dealing. The place you buy 
your fur should also have 
facilities to care for furs; 
in other words, it should off- 
er mending, cleaning, and 
storage services, Don’t hese 
itate to ask questions, A good 
dealer expects you to com- 
pare and find out all about 
such an expensive purchase 
before buying, 

WHAT TO LOOK FOR 

1, Examine and compare 
different types of fur, High 
price does not always ine 
dicate quality, 

2. A good quality fur will 
appear bright and lustrous, 
uniform in color, depth, and 
texture, and the leather will 
be soft and pliable, yet firm 
and strong, 

3. Lush, thick fur will look 

better, take the friction and 
pressure of sitting, Check 
for density by blowing onthe 
edges of the coat fronts: it 
St 
appears obviously imperm- 
anent, How long have they 
had the same office and phone 
number? Do they work out of 
somebody else’s office? Do 
they make extensive use of 
an answering service? 

Before you invest, investi- 
gate, Avoid being one of the 
thousands who are tempor- 
arily stranded abroad by une 
scrupulous charter promot- 
ers who fail to provide return 
trips on round-trip tickets 
or who fail to provide any 
transportation at all,

should spring back quickly 
and fully. 

4. Look for full thick fur 
or plenty of guard hairs (the 
longer, coarser, shiny hairs) 
at points of wear such as 
cuffs, pockets, edges, and 
back of neck, The front edge 
should be folded over, rather 
than faced, 

5. Dyed or bleached fur 
discolors in time. If a fur 
is over-bleached, the hair 
tips curl over and may break 
off. 

6. Look at the coat’s line 

ing. Check the workmanship 
(How is it cut and sewn 
together? Are the stitches 
too big? Is it properly fini- 
shed?) This is very impors 
tant, as the lining will take 
strain before the pelts, and 
will therefore prolong the 
life of the fur. Re sure to 
check buttons also, to make 
certain they are attached 
firmly and have good-sized 
holders, 
7, If the coat has a ‘'Fr- 
ench’’ or open hem, you can 
examine the leather behind 
the fur. The fur is poor 
quality if there are brittle 
areas or if hairs show 
through the skin, If the lea- 
ther has seams, check to 
see if they are scattered 
at random (indicating ree 
pairs) or in a regular patt- 
ern (indicating that the skin 
has been “let in’’ or ‘let 
out’’), 

If repairs are not visible 
on the fur side, there is 
nothing wrong with having 
them, If the fur is let in or 
out, it means it has been cut 
in strips and sewn back toe 
gether in a staggered patt- 
ern to change the shape of 
the pelt, This is an expen- 
sive process, not used on 
less valuable pelts,
